To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for 
repairs on schoolhouses for the ensuing year.

To see what sum of money, if any, the town will vote to raise or 
appropriate for the construction of cement sidewalks in Rangeley 
Village and where the same shall be expended. 


ARTICLE 30 
To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for the 
repair of sidewalks in Rangeley Village for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 31 
To see what sum of money, if any, the town will vote to raise or 
appropriate to complete the Bald Mountain Road to Lot No. 110 
which was laid out and accepted at the annual town meeting in 
March, 1928. 


ARTICLE 32 
To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for 
breaking winter roads for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 33 
To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of $2,500 to pay 
bond that falls due July 1, 1931. 


ARTICLE 34 
To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to pay 
interest on town bonds for the ensuing year.

To see if the town will vote to extend any part or all of the note 

of $5,150 hired to purchase the Snow Plow and Tractor and if not 
proceed to raise money to pay the same.

rett’s residence and raise any sum of money necessary under this 
article.

Clyde Ellis for damages claimed by him as a result of building the 
new footbridge across the cove to the Rangeley Lake House.

To see if the town will vote to pay the cost of the law suit of 
John Gendron and Frank Mitchell, said suit being brought by Philip 
Dufour claiming damages resulting from his arrest by Gendron and 
Mitchell who were serving the town of Rangeley as constables at the 
time, and if so to raise money to pay the same.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
ARTHUR IRISH 


I hope any citizen will find it easy to find any information he or 
she may desire in this report. There are no secrets in the School 
Department and suggestions are welcomed all along the line. 

The Superintendent of Schools as Administrative officer is 
charged with the purchase and distribution of Supplies, text books 
and other equipment. He recommends teachers subject to the ap- 
proval of the School Board. He furnishes such information as the 
School Board may request from time to time. 

Every month the School Check Book is balanced with the Bank 
to a cent. This method of keeping books made it possible to settle 
with the selectmen in a few minutes. Each teacher who draws sup- 
plies signs for them in a book so we know where the supplies go and 
whether there is any waste. 

The supervision of the class room instruction is the main con- 
cern of the Superintendent of Schools. All things should tend to 
give each child the best possible instruction each day. The old idea 
was to give each child a stuffing of facts, and if it was anything he 
didn’t like why so much the better. The present idea is to train the 
child in something he will find useful in life. Tihe children are given 
standard tests from time to time. Teachers meetings in which all 
take part are held. 

TEACHERS 

It is recommended that competent teachers be retained and that 
a salary be paid them sufficient for a decent standard of living. The 
teachers and pupils make the School. The salary scale compares 
favorably with other towns in the State. 
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SCHOOL FINANCES 

By careful management and saving the Schools are coming 
through the year with a balance instead of a deficit. An examina- 
tion of the school finances will show the money that we have been 
able to save to apply on next year’s business. The Budget for next 
year has been figured by the School Board very carefully. The 
Board ‘has pared items here and there. However, it has not sought 
to decrease the efficiency of the class room instruction. The balance 
this year is $2,322.20.

TRANSPORTATION 

The transportation problem seems to be with us as usual and 
will present an additional problem next fall. At least five more chil- 
dren will go to Rangeley High School from Oquossoc and there are 
mone dropping out that we know of. The normal seating capacity 
of the School Bus is 22 to 25. Last fall while the camps were open 
35 children were crowded into the bus. This winter 30 children 
have been carried. If signs are true it will mean that 40 children 
will be waiting for transportation next fall from Oquossoc and way 
stations. The bus driver’s eyes must be toward the front. Little 
children in the bus, without seats, are thrown around by an emer- 
gency stop. 

The Bus of course is not what “it used to be”. Two wheel 
brakes are not as good as four wheel brakes. The age of the Bus 
seems to point toward additional. expense for upkeep. 

Some complaint has been received that children should be 
obliged to stand up in the bus or sit in some other person’s lap. 

This winter there is a decrease in the cost of transportation out 
“ Tantrum” way as the lowest bid for the job was $4 per day. 

The High and Elementary transportation is pro-rated on the 
basis of the lengths of the routes and the number of children. 

The town carries liability insurance on the School Bus but hopes 
there will be no accidents to the children. 


REPAIRS 

1. One side of the Oquossoc School roof must be shingled. 

2. There are electric lights for the teachers in the Elementary 
School but none for the pupils. During the short days of the year 
an undesirable situation is created. 

3. The parents at Oquossoc have asked for decent toilets for 
the children. 

4. The ventilating system at the Elementary School could be 
improved and an electric exhaust fan installed. 

5. Two school rooms are without clocks except those furnished 
by the teachers. 

6. There is some expense for plumbing maintenance to flush 
closets, etc., and other plumbing. 

7. Electric light bulbs must be replaced. 

8. The plumber says that the cesspool at the Elementary build- 
ing has not been cleaned out for 20 years.- 
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9.- The boilers at the Elementary building should be inspected 
as they are 18 years old. 

10. The discharging platform of the fire escape at the Elemen- 
tary building is opposite a window of the boiler room where flames 
might emerge. 

11. A hose connection could be made on the water pipe at the 
new High School for probably $15 or $20 dollars. 

12. The school grounds at Oquossoc could be finished. 

13. The ventilation at the Oquossoc School is not what it should 
be. 

$48,000 of insurance is carried on the New High School Build- 
ing and contents and $21,000 of insurance is carried on the Elemen- 
tary Building and contents. $1,600 is carried on the Oquossoc 
School in the way of insurance. |

Report of Principal of High School 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Rangeley: 


The total registration in the High School for the first semester 
was ninety-seven, classified as follows: 


Seniors 16 
Juniors 21 
Sophomores 24 
Freshmen 33 
Post-graduates 3 


The enrollment by courses is:

The average attendance for the first term was 97.6%. Thirty- 
four had perfect attendance. 

The teaching force is the same as last year except that Miss 
Edith Hager, a Boston University graduate, is at the head of the 
Commercial department in place of Miss Carsley who resigned. 

The athletic program is much the same as last year. The girls 
compete in track, basketball, and volley ball and the boys in track, 
basketball, and baseball. 

The present Freshman class has in its numbers more than usual 
from schools outside of the village. It is evident that teachers who 
have a school of several grades cannot prepare the pupils as well as 
teachers can who have an equal number in one grade. If all who 
enter High School could take the seventh and eighth grade work in 
the Junior High their work as Freshmen might be improved. 

In some instances results would be better if pupils did not enter 
High School so young. The last graduating class averaged but six- 
teen years at the time of graduation. The average age of pupils, 
over the country, at the time of graduation is near eighteen years. 
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Several, who were graduated here last year, are now continuing 
school elsewhere and good reports have been received from them. 

In closing I wish to thank the school officials, parents, and teach- 
ers for their generous support.

Report of Home Economics Teacher 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


We often hear it said that ‘“ Cookery is the Knowledge of Circe, 
Queen of Sheba, etc.,” but we as future citizens realize that Home 
Economics is essential for every student who at some time or other 
may be called upon to carry on the tasks of the household. There- 
fore, we have considered it not.only necessary but very practical to 
include it in our school curriculum today. 

Our courses of study offered to the Senior High students are 
entirely different from those of last year, for the courses are alter- 
nated each year so that no student will repeat her course if she elects 
it for the four years. 

Our equipment at present is not adequate. We need a ventilator, 
as the fumes given off continuously by the four kerosene stoves are 
not good for one to breathe and this problem should be given the 
earliest attention. 

This year the enrollment in all classes has increased, showing 
that Home Economics is considered of prime importance today 
among the students who are looking into the future, and are realiz- 
ing the necessity of acquiring knowledge not only of cooking and 
sewing but of health, along the lines of home nursing, hygiene, 
physiology and dietetics. 

In our child care and home nursing classes we were very suc- 
cessful in having the county nurse assist in giving us instructions in 
child bathing, bed-making, and first aid.

Report of Supervisor of Music and Drawing 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Rangeley: 


There are two good reasons for including the study of music in 
our schools. The first reason may apply to a small number of stu- 
dents; the second reason applies to every student. The first reason 
is that some of you look forward to music as a profession. In school 
you want to lay the foundations of your profession. The second 
reason has been well stated as follows: “We may not become artists 
ourselves through our study of the fine arts, but we can actually 
lenter into possession of all that the world prizes in music and art 
because we have been ‘helped to understand their beauty.” 

The work in music and drawing is practically the same as last 
year. 

Rote songs and rhythmic development is stressed in the first and 
second grades. The latter part of the first year, a great deal of time 
is spent in ear and eye training. The second year the children start 
note-reading from the board and from their books. A few of the 
simpler fundamentals are taught. 

The major parts of the work in Grades III, IV, V, VI, is note- 
reading, and rudiments of music. Rote songs, singing games, folk 
dances are supplementary work. 

In Junior High the work comes a course called “ General 
Music”, which consists chiefly of the singing of suitable part-songs 
and choruses. 

Children from Grades V, VI, VII, and VIII, thave purchased 
harmonicas. With the aid of special instruction books, they are 
learning to play. Peter H. Dykema, of Columbia University has 
written the following: ‘“ Aspiring everyone to play a musical instru- 
ment means laying the foundation for much happiness and content- 
ment. No instrument is better adapted to universal use than the 
Harmonica ”’. 

The course in Drawing that I am using is that outlined by the 
American Institute of Normal Methods. It is to be used in all 
grades. There are four divisions as follows:

Report of Public Health Nurse 


To the Citizens of the Town of Rangeley: 


I hereby submit my second report as the Public Health Nurse 
for the fiscal year, Feb. 1, 1930 to Feb. 1, 1981. 

The work of the nurse thas been quite varied in Rangeley and 
much has been accomplished. A Well Baby Conference was held 
at the Grade school building in Rangeley Village and iwas most suc- 
cessful. 26 pre-school children and babies were present and both 
Dr. Colburn and Dr. Moulton gave their services which were much 
appreciated by parents and nurse. 13 children who will enter school 
this fall received SEVEN POINT pins and Certificates. A Child 
Welfare Conference was held in Oquossoc during the summer and 
Father Boucher gave much of his time to assist the nurse in plan- 
ning the Conference. 14 children were present but the doctor was 
unable to come. Both Clinics were held for the first time and the 
large attendance was most gratifying. 

A very successful Play Day was held in the Spring and the 
Greenwood School of Sandy River also took part. All the games 
and plays were most attractive. We hope Child Health Day will be 
observed each year in all the towns. 

The pupils of all the schools were re-examined in the Spring 
and SEVEN POINT pins and Certificates were. awarded. 

In June, a demonstration in bathing the baby was given to the 
Economics Class, and as we had a real baby it was of more interest 
and value to the students. In December, two Health talks were 
given on Contagious Diseases and Positive Health. Bandaging and 
bed making were demonstrated to the students. 

In the Fall the regular Routine Health Examination was given 
to all students including Oquossoc. 865 were examined, 217 had had 
corrections. 175 received SEVEN POINT pins and Certificates. 
The increasing interest shown by students, parents and teachers in 
the Health projects planned by the nurse, also the increase in num- 
ber of corrections has been most gratifying. We are giving out 


“2 
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only Seven Poins pins which means that the student’s birth is regis- 
tered with the Town Clerk, and that he has corrected the 6 points 
of Health, teeth, throat, vision, hearing, weight and posture. 

The Nurse and the North Franklin County Public Health Com- 
mittee again extend thanks and appreciation to the teachers and 
others who have cooperated with them in the Health work and also 
to those who assisted in the sale of Christmas Seals. This work is 
supported by the town appropriation and the money from the sale 
of Seals is used for the Tuberculosis Campaign.
